© Waereas by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the Session of Parliament holden in 
the thirty-third and thirty-fourth years of the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “An Act for 
amending the law relating to the Extradition of ‘Criminals,’ it was amongst other things enacted, 
that where an arrangement has been made with any foreign State with respect to the surrender to 
such State of any fugitive criminals, Her Majesty may, by Order in Council, direct that the said Act 
shall apply in the ease of such foreign State; and that Her Majesty may, by the same or any subse- 
quent Order, limit the operation of the Order, and restrict the same to fugitive criminals who are in’ 
‘or suspected of being in the purt of Her Majesty’s dominions specified in the Order, and render the 
uperation thereof subject to such conditions, exceptions, and qualifieations as may be deemed expedient ; 


And whereas a Treaty was concluded on the nineteenth day of June last between Her Majesty 
and the King of the Netherlands, for the Mutual Extradition of Fugitive Criminals, which Treaty is 


in the terms following :— 


Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and His Majesty the 
King of the Netherlands, having judged it expe- 
dient, with a view to the better administration of 
justice and to the prevention of crime within the 
two countries, that persons charged with or con- 
victed of the crimes hereinafter enumerated, and 
being fugitives from justice, should, under certain 
circumstances, be reciprocally delivered up; their 
said Majesties have named as their Plenipoten- 
tiaries to conclude a Treaty for this purpose, that 
is to say :

No. 2010 G.—His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor General in Council is pleased to publish 
for general information a Proclamation issued by the Maharaja of Jodhpoor, in which His Highness 
announces that he has consolidated and revised the Tariff of duties charged on goods imported ta, or 
exported from, His Highness’ territories, with effect from Ist October next, The orders of the Govern- 
ment of India on the report of the Agent to the Governor General for Rajpootana, announcing the 
Maharaja’s intention, are also published, 


” PROCLAMATION, 


. Be it known to ajl merchants and traders as also to all subjects of the British Government and of 
Native States— 


That His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpoor, with the object of securing comfort and convenience 
to traders and his subjects, aud of removing ull unnecessary obstacles which have here and there hither- 
to hindered trade in Marwar, has been pleased to fix a revised and uniform rate of export, import and 
transit duties to be levied in future within his dominions from the lst of October 1874. A separate 
table of these rates is annexed herewith. 


I. Should any merchant or trader offer any resistance to the Customs Authorities or raise ground- 
less objections to the payment of these rates, serious notice of the same will be taken by the Darbar 
Customs Authorities. 


Il. These new rates of import, export and transit duties shall be levied at certain specified places 
within the Durbar limits; and all other dues which Jaghirdars and Bhoomias, &c., have hitherto been 
in the habit of levying, shall wholly cease ; and these Jaghirdars and Bhoomias shall not be allowed 
to obstruct traders in any way on this account. However, the “ Mapa” duties which all traders have 
been used to pay at places where they effect any purchase or sale shall be levied as before. 


I. In lieu of certain. duties which in excess of the Durbar’s Customs duties, some of the 
Jaghirdars and Bhoomias have been in the habit of levying on merchandize, an equivalent in cash 
will be paid to them regularly by the Durbar. These Jaghirdars and Bhoomias shall not in future be 
permitted to hinder merchants in any way on this account, and if they do, traders are directed to report 
the same to the Durbar Customs Authorities or the “ Kutchery,” when immediate steps will be taken 
by the Durbar to punish the offenders. 


_ IV. For the telief of his eubjects, His Highness the Maharaja has been graciously pleased to 
Wholly remit transit duties on corn within his dominions. All Jaghirdars and Bhoomias and the 
ubar Customs Authorities are prohibited from in any way molesting this trade within his dominions. 


V. All Charuns, Bhatts, Brahmins, Probuts, Gansuns, Samees, as also Caublees, Beloochees,

Notice and Sailing Directions for Dhamrah. 


Kannaka Buoy, at the sea entrance of the channels leading into the Dhamrah River, is 
in north latitude 20°48’ 40” and east longitude 87° 7’ 0”, or a little to the south of the 
position given on Lloyd’s chart of the Sandheads. 

From Calcutta, a vessel bound to Dhamrah or Chandbally should steer a course so as 
to strike soundings of seven or eight fathoms on the coast, a few miles to the north of the 

osition of the Kannaka Buoy, shoal into six fathoms, and steer down about south-east, keep- 
ing in that depth, when she cannot fail to sight both the buoy and Shortt’s tripod beacon oa 
the north-east dry point of Point Palmiras Keef: by this course all danger of striking on this 
dangerous reef will be avoided. A vessel bound in from the south must be guided by the 
general chart of the Sandheads, keep the lead smartly going, and be particularly careful not 


to go into less than 12 fathoms till she is to the north of the reef, which is very steep to. 


Tides in this vicinity are very irregular and much influenced by the wind. 
From the Kannaka Buoy there are two channels —the neste and south; the latter is the 
best ; but a// vessels running to this place should be supplied with the latest charts of the 
entrance to the Dhamrah River, without which a stranger would have some difficulty. in 
running in. Charts are obtainable from the Master-Attendant, Calcutta, the Surveyor- 
General’s Office, Park Street, Calcutta, or from the Conservator of Orissa Ports at False Point. 
A sketch showing the new positions of the buoys will shortly be published. 
The Chandipal Bar has now not’ more than six feet reduced on it, passing close to the 
Fairway Buoy. 
A buoy is to be placed on the north-east edge of Point Palmiras Reef. Due notice will 
be given ot its being laid. 
The chart of 1870 is a good guide for a vessel from sea at the Kannaka Buoy to the 
mouth of the Byturnee River. : ‘ 
The Bytwrnee River is shortly to be surveyed, and a chart of it published. Until this 
is done strangers are strongly recommended to take a pilot. One could generally be obtained 
in Calcutta,,asseveral officers of the tug and pilot services have made themselves acquainted

Rule XXX/.—Whaolesale Rowannah holders are hereby empowered to issue to furriahs, 
or retail vendors, Retail Rowannahs of all descriptions specified in Rule XX VI, and holders of 
Retail Rowannahs No. 1] are similarly empowered to issue Retail Rowannahs No 2 to furriahs, 
or retail vendors; and in the districts of the Orissa division and Kackergunge, holders of Retail

Kannaka Buoy, at the sea entrance of the channels leading into the Dhamrah River, is 
in north latitude 20° 48 40” and cast longitude 87° 7’ 0”, or a little to the south of the 
position given on Lloyd’s chart of the Sandheads. 


From Calcutta, a vessel bound to Dhamrah or Chandbally should steer a course so as 
to strike soundings of seven or eight fathoms on the coast, a few miles to the north of the 
position of the Kannaka Huoy, shoal into six fathoms, and steer down about south-east, keep- 
ing in that depth, when she cannot ‘ail to sight both the buoy and Shortt’s tripod beacon on 
the nerth-east dry point of Point Palmiras Reef: by this course all danger of striking on this 
dangerous reef will be avoided. A vessel bound in from the sonth must be guided by the 
general chart of the Sandheads, keep the lead smartly going, and be particularly careful not 
to go into jess than 12 fathoms till she is to the north of the reef, which is very steep to.

But from the month of October to February, both 
inclusive, the three- feet boarding shall completely enclose the emigrants’ deck space, and 
besides the side curtains, there shell be similar curtains hung, one at each end of the deck, 
so as to convert the entire space allotted to emigrants into a thoroughly sheltered compart- 
ment, with ventilating spaces near the roof for the exit of heated and unwholesome air, 
This large compartment shall, moreover, be sub-divided into three smaller compartments by 
a couple of intermediate curtains, stretched right across the deck space from one side of the 
vessel to the other; but, instead of extending almost up to the roof, as the curtains at the 
sides and ends must do, raised to a height of six feet only, measuring from the deck upwards, 
the space above being left clear and open for the purposes of free ventilation.
